| Grafted Hybrid Rhododendron 


Below is a photograph of a Hybrid Rhododendron planting that you can duplicate in 
your own yard. Rhododendrons have a double landscape value, since they hold their 
broad evergreen leaves the year around and produce such a spectacular sight when in 
bloom. Do not confuse these with wild Rhododendrons. Our plants are all grafted, grving 
us control over the color and habits of each variety. Contrary to general belief, the 
grafted hybrids do not require shade. The most effective plantings are those in mass ef- 
fect, combining all the colors for contrast and interest. 

The red Rhododendrons are spectacular in bloom but seldom have enough foliage to 
make them show to advantage as individual plants. Varieties such as Roseum Elegans or 
Roseum Superbum always have ample foliage and help the general mass effect. Cunning- 
ham’s White is unexcelled as a dwarf specimen foliage variety. 


Acid soils are a positive requirement for all the plants on these two 
pages (except the ground-covers). The soils in the eastern half of Ohio are generally good 
for them. Western Ohio, most of northern New York, Indiana, IIlmois and all of the states 
west of the Mississippi have alkaline (sweet) soil, which is poisonous to them. If you live 
in a doubtful section, then send a soil sample, from the area you wish to plant, to your 
state experiment station or university and ask for the pH value of the sample; then write 
to us.
